The following is a corrected summary of the Interview of 19 January 2006. 



The attorney explained how the claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art. In particular, the prior art of record 
(Stiles and Barbara) disclose client caches which are specific to a single client, wherein the claimed invention discloses 
a storage cache that can service more than one workstation. 

The examiner agreed that the limitation wherein a single storage cache services multiple workstations would 
distinguish over Stiles and Barbara (subject to a more detailed review of these references), but also pointed out that 
this limitation is part of the proposed amendment, and as such would require further search, and so would have to be 
submitted as part of an RCE to be entered. 

The examiner also discussed the limitations in claims 1 and 15, wherein modifications entered by 'one of the first 
workstations would be incorporated into the storage cache. The examiner proposed that the limitation be changed to 
'any of the first workstations. The attorney and inventor agreed. 

Finally, the examiner pointed out that with regards to the discussion of Rao's 'atomic read privileges' submitted in the 
agenda, while the examiner agreed with the points made, the limitations currently included in claims 17 and 18 did not 
include the distinguishing features discussed. 

The inventor pointed out that the Rao reference is meant to ensure that only up-to-date information can be retrieved by 
the clients, wherein the disclosed invention allows clients to retrieve stale data from a storage cache while at the same 
time updates are being performed on a different storage cache. This distinction could possibly be incorporated into the 
claims if necessary. 

The attorney will file an RCE. 
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
